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MAIN FEATURES 


In October 1983 there were an estimated 6,982,200 persons in the labour force, of 
whom 6,330,600 were employed and 651,600 were unemployed. There were an estimated 
4,622,000 persons aged 15 and over who were not in the labour force. The unemployment 
rate was 9.3 per cent and the labour force participation rate was 60.2 per cent. 


Between September and October, employment decreased by 19,400, unemployment decreased 
by 67,100, and persons not in the labour force increased by 104,800. The unemployment 
rate decreased from 10.2 to 9.3 per cent and the participation rate decreased from 


61.0 to 60.2 per cent. 


In seasonally adjusted terms, the number of employed persons showed little change 
while the number of unemployed persons decreased by 36,400. The unemployment rate 
decreased from 10.4 to 9.9 per cent and the participation rate decreased from 60.8 to 
60.4 per cent.

COMPARABILITY OF SERIES 


14. Labour force surveys for February 
1978 and subsequent months have been con- 
ducted during a two-week period, whereas 
formerly the period was four weeks. The 
change of timing may affect the level of 
the figures for any month, but part- 
icularly for months during which the 
labour force status of the population may 
be changing rapidly. 


RELIABILITY OF THE ESTIMATES 


15. Since the survey estimates are 
based on information obtained from 
occupants of a sample of dwellings they, 
and the movements derived from them, are 
subject to sampling variability; that is,

19. Examples of the calculation and 
use of standard errors are given below:

about nineteen chances in 
twenty that the number will be 
within the range 372,000 to 
398,000. 


(b) The estimate of movement in 
the number of unemployed males 
looking for full-time work 
from September 1983 to October 
1983 is a decrease of 25,700. 
The standard error of this 
monthly movement is about 
5,300. Therefore there are 
about two chances in three 
that if all dwellings had been 
included in the surveys the 


movement would have been 
within the range -31,000 to 
~20,400 and about nineteen 


chances in twenty that it 
would have been within the 
range -~36,300 to -15,100. 


SEASONAL ADJUSTMENT 


20. Seasonally adjusted series are 
published in Tables 2 and 5. The figures 
in these tables were revised in the 
February 1983 issue of this publication. 
As happens with all seasonally adjusted 
series, the seasonal factors are reviewed 
annually, the latest review being in 
February 1983 which revised the monthly 
series back to February 1978. Information 
about the method of adjustment and 
seasonally adjusted figures for all 
months since February 1978 is. pub- 
lished in an appendix to "The Labour 
Force, Australia, February 1983" (6203.0) 


21. The seasonal adjustment factors 
have been calculated on the basis of 
five years of monthly data. This is a 


relatively short series of data on which 
to base the calculation of seasonal 
factors particularly when the pattern of 
movement is changing from year to year. 


This changing pattern is most marked in 
the unemployment figures where the large 
increases in recent months may be accomp- 
anied by changes in the seasonal patterns 
which will not become apparent until 
later years. As a result the current 
seasonal adjustment might prove to be in- 
adequate or need to be substantially re- 
vised. Care should be exercised in inter- 
preting current movements based on these 
seasonally adjusted estimates.
